Conservatism 
is  so  decided  a 
characteristic 
of  every  im¬ 
portant  pro¬ 
fession,  that 
so  bold  and 
aggressive  a 
title  heading 
as  the  above 
cannot  fail  to 
attract  as 
much  criti“ 
cism  as  atten¬ 
tion.  I  have 
written,  how- 
ever,  the 
phrase  “A 
Revolution  in 
Dentistry  ” 
unhesitatingly  ? 
in  the  full  belief  that  the  departure  I  have  been 
bold  enough  to  make  from  the  traditions  which 
have  hitherto  been  imposed  upon  the  practice  of 
Dentistry  marks  the  channel  in  which  the  pro¬ 
fession  as  a  body  must  ultimately  settle. 


MAIN  ENTRANCE. 
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The  change  I  have  instituted — and  which 
brought  me  within  a  comparatively  few  years  a 
practice  probably  more  extensive  than  that  of 
any  other  dentist  in  the  United  Kingdom — is 
not  one  which  alters  the  modus  operandi  either 
of  the  Surgery  or  the  workroom.

In  response  to  the  inquiry,  how  can  it  be 
done?  I  put  before  my  readers  a  few  plain 
facts  on  the  subject  of  Dentistry. 

Dental  Surgery  is  a  term  of  wide  and  far- 
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reaching  significance  which,  while  including 
operations  of  an  eminently  scientific  and  delicate 
character  which  require  the  attention  of  long- 
experienced  professional  men,  also  includes 
operations  which  rather  demand  the  skill  of  a 
highly  trained  Artificer.  To  the  latter  category, 
which  embraces  the  greater  part  of  a  Dentist’s 
practice,  belongs  the  manufacture  of  Artificial 
Teeth,  and  their  adaption  to  the  human  mouth. 
I  shall  not,  I  trust,  be  misunderstood,  or  be 
supposed  to  cast  a  slur  upon  a  pursuit  my  own 
lifelong  apprenticeship  to  which  has  taught  me 
requires  the  greatest  intelligence,  application, 
and  delicacy  of  sight  and  touch  ;  but  what  I 
wish  to  convey  is  that  Artificial  Teeth  should  be 
supplied  to  the  public  upon  commercial  terms, 
i.e .,  after  a  fair  profit  has  been  taken  on  the 
time,  labour,  and  material  required  for  their  con¬ 
struction.  The  ordinary  conditions  of  dentistry 
prevent  this,  for  the  ordinary  dentist,  owing 
to  the  narrow  limits  of  a  private  practice, 
is  compelled  to  obtain  upon  a  single  set  of 
teeth  the  profit  I  am  well  repaid  if  I  make 
upon  a  score.  In  this  single  fact  lies  the  secret 
of  my  “  Revolution  in  Dentistry,”  a  revolution 
which,  as  its  significance  becomes  fully  recog¬ 
nised,  must  very  materially  alter  the  existing 
condition  of  dentistry.

The  Artificial  Teeth  used  by  me  are  those 
which  have  obtained  the  highest  awards  at  all 
important  International  Exhibitions.  While 
mentioning  this  fact,  I  regret  to  have  to  ani¬ 
madvert  on  the  very  common  practice  of 
dentists  referring  to  these  medals  in  a  manner 
suggesting  that  they  have  been  awarded  per¬ 
sonally  to  themselves,  whereas  they  have  really 
been  conferred  upon  the  manufacturers  of 
dental  materials  wdio  supply  the  profession.

We  have  also  great 
experience  here  in  the  use  of  cocaine,  chloride 
of  ethyl,  and  other  local  anaesthetics,  which  may 
be  preferable  in  certain  instances. 

A  qualified  Medical  Gentleman  is  attached  to 
the  staff,  and  attends  all  Gas  Operations,  without 
further  charge,

A  special  department  is  reserved  for  scaling, .

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Among  my  staff  of  assistants  are  specialists 
in  all  legitimate  American  processes  for  restoring 
decayed  teeth,  such  as  gold  fillings,  “  contour  ” 
work,  and  adaption  of  gold  and  porcelain  crowns 
on  healthy  stumps.  These  processes  will  be 
found  often  particularly  valuable,  as  they  restore 
to  serviceability  otherwise  useless  teeth,  and 
may  avoid  the  necessity  of  an  artificial  palate. 
Owing  to  the  extent  of  my  practice,  I  am  also 
able  to  claim  that  this  class  of  work  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  at  my  establishment  at  prices  far  below 
that  which  the  ordinary  dentist  can  afford  to 
work  for. 

I  have  referred  above  to  “  legitimate  ” 
American  processes,  and  from  this  category  I 
must  exclude  the  extensive  “  Bridge  Work,”  a 
system  which  vainly  promises  to  refurnish  tooth¬ 
less  gums  with  serviceable  substitutes,  which 
shall  remain  permanent  fixtures  in  the  mouth  ; 
and  this  without  the  need  of  the  familiar  artificial 
plate,  or  palate. 

In  view  of  the  serious  evils  of  this  method, 
I  have  thought  it  right  to  place,  in  brief,  before 
the  public  the  indictment  of  this  plateless  sys¬ 
tem,  as  contained  in  the  verdict  of  the  highest 
dental  authorities,  both  of  this  country  and  Ame¬ 
rica — a  system  which  has  practically  been  aban¬ 
doned  by  its  originators,  but  which,  unfortu-

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nately,  survives  in  the  hands  of  the  unscrupulous 
as  a  means  of  exacting  enormous  fees  while 
inflicting  irremediable  injury  to  luckless  patients. 
As  the  opinions  quoted  are  not  my  own,  but 
those  of  unquestionably  independent  authorities, 
their  acceptance  by  the  public  is  assured. 

At  first  sight,  the  advantage  of  a  system 
which  dispenses  with  all  plates  and  palates 
whatever  seems  so  convincing,  and  a  “  Btidge 
Case,”  as  explained  by  theory,  or  exhibited  in  a 
neat  model,  strikes  one  so  forcibly  as  the  ideal 
system,  that  it  is  certain  to  attract  the  general 
public.  Its  advocates  may  urge  that  if  it  is  riot 
adopted  here,  it  is  because  practitioners  are  too 
much  wedded  to  old  uses  to  adopt  a  new  depar¬ 
ture.  But  this  argument  was  answered  some 
years  ago  in  the  British  Journal  of  Dental ) 
Science,  when  the  Editor  wrote  as  follows  : — 

“  Practising  dentists  in  this  country,  whose 
procedure  can  be  estimated  as  types  of 
our  practice,  are  all  familiar  with  these 
American  methods,  and  if  they  do  not  ex¬ 
clusively  follow  such  methods,  it  is  simply 
because  they  judge  them  not  the  best ; 
and  in  this  they  are  very  well  fitted  to 
judge,  since  they  habitually  try  both  sides 
of  the  question.  It  is  absurd  to  suppose 
that  English  dentists  are  conservative. 
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The  profession  has  during  the  past  few 
decades  shown  itself  positively  revolu¬ 
tionary.  It  has  been  our  custom  to  wel¬ 
come  all  novelties,  and  to  discard  mere 
puffed  rubbish ,  while  we  have  retained 
and  incorporated  whatever  modes  of  pro¬ 
cedure  promised  a  chance  of  usefulness 
and  success.” 

This  really  strikes  the  key-note  of  the  matter, 
and  exposes  the  absurdity  of  the  advantages 
claimed  exclusively  for  “American  Dentistry.” 
Between  American  and  English  Dentistry,  of  the 
highest  class,  the  difference  is  barely  appreciable, 
and  reputable  American  dentists  would  hardly 
recognise  their  profession  as  practised  here  by 
their  soi-disant  representatives.* 

*  The  Dean  of  the  Dental  Hospital  of  London,  in  a 
letter  in  the  Times  of  March  24,  1892,  writes  as  follows  : — 
"America,  like  Great  Britain,  Germany,  France,  and  other 
countries,  has  its  dental  educational  establishments,  and 
at  most  of  these  institutions  a  good  dental  education  is 
given,  but  it  in  no  sense  differs  from  similar  education  in 
other  countries.  However,  the  quack  has  endeavoured  by 
his  advertising  methods  to  exalt  the  dentistry  as  taught  in 
America  into  something  which  he  is  pleased  to  call  American 
dentistry,  much  to  the  disgust  of  legitimate  Americans  who 
practise  throughout  the  world.  Dentistry,  like  medicine 
and  surgery,  is  catholic,  and  is  practised  by  honest  men  for 
the  public  good,  and  therefore  all  its  methods  are  made 
public  to  all  the  members  of  the  profession.” 
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So  much  for  generalities.  Now  for  some 
practical  details  as  to  the  objections  to  be  raised 
against  this  system.  The  first  extract  given  is 
from  the  latest  treatise  on  “Artificial  Crown  and 
Bridge-work,”  written  by  Dr.  George  Evans,  of 
New  York,  and  published  in  1889  by  the  S.  S. 
White  Dental  Manufacturing  Company,  of 
Philadelphia,  as  follows  : — 

“  The  slots  bevelled  under  the  artificial  teeth, 
called  self -cleansing  spaces ,  fill  with  par¬ 
ticles  of  food. 

“  The  speech  of  the  wearer  is  often  affected 
by  these  self-cleansing  slots  under  the 
front  teeth. 

“  The  teeth  employed  as  abutments  are 
usually  irreparably  destroyed  by  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  crowning.  N.B. — One  of  the 

strongest  points  urged  by  bridge-workers 
is  the  absence  of  clasps,  which,  they  say, 
may  abrade  the  adjoining  natural  teeth. 
They  apparently  prefer  irreparable  des¬ 
truction  to  the  chance  of  abrasion — a 
well-fitting  clasp  does  not  abrade. 

“  If  an  extensive  bridge  is  made  of  gold,  being 
immovable,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  it 
perfectly  clean,  as  the  metal  will  gradually 
tarnish  in  parts  out  of  reach  of  the  brush, 
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and  will  gather  offensive  matter  on  its 
surface  and  in  its  interstices. 

“  In  cases  where  it  becomes  necessary  to 
remove  the  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
pair,  or  because  of  disease  in  the  teeth 
which  support  it,  the  operation  is  difficult, 
and  the  bridge  is  usually  injured  so  as  to 
unfit  it  for  re-insertion. 

“  The  teeth  which  support  the  bridge  are 
required  to  bear  more  force  and  pressure 
than  Nature  intended.  The  ultimate 
result  is  evident  to  anyone  experienced  in 
dental  practice ;  and  the  usefulness  and 
durability  of  such  work  is  decidedly  limited 
in  character,  considering  the  time,  trouble, 
and  great  expense  attending  it.” 

In  a  review  of  Mr.  Evans’s  work,  the  British 
Journal  of  Dental  Science  remarks  as  follows  : — 

“  To  construct  a  large  and  elaborate  denture, 
to  use  infinite  pains  and  a  great  deal  of 
time  in  adapting  it  accurately  to  the 
mouth,  and  then  to  attach  it  as  a  fixture, 
is,  to  our  minds,  nothing  less  than  fraudu¬ 
lent  folly ,  which*  in  ninety-nine  cases  out 
of  a  hundred,  the  patient,  and  the  dentist 
too,  if  he  is  an  honest  man,  will  live 
bitterly  to  regret.  To  use  milder  language 

would  be  to  ignore  the  cases  which  are  per- 
- - - - 
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petually  presenting  themselves  in  which, 
in  spite  of  carefully  and  finely-finished 
workmanship,  bridges,  after  a  brief  period 
of  comfort  and  usefulness  (not  always  even 
that),  come  pitifully  to  grief,  and  have  to 
be  removed— generally  in  company  with 
one  or  more  of  the  teeth  to  which  the 
appliance  has  been  attached.  In  the  very 
work  before  us  there  are  repeated  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  difficulties  attending  the  fixed 
bridges,  and  we  find  such  an  elaborate 
description  of  the  care  necessary  to  the 
healthy  and  comfortable  maintenance  of 
such  ‘  fixtures  ’  as  would  quite  baffle  the 
patience  and  perseverance  of  ordinary 
mortals.” 

Conscientious  practitioners  may  advocate  the 
bridge  system  in  a  very  limited  degree,  as,  for 
instance,  to  replace  one,  or  say  two  teeth,  which 
have  been  lost  by  accident  rather  than  decay, 
the  anatomical  condition  of  the  mouth  otherwise 
being  healthy ;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  my 
operators  are  biassed  towards  no  particular  form 
of  practice,  patients  may  depend  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  most  suitable  to^their  needs  will  always  be 
employed. 

Finally,  should  there  still  remain  any  disposi¬ 
tion  to  favour  the  “  plateless  system,”  I  would 
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caution  the  public  against  persons  pretending  to 
do  this  work  at  prices  anything  like  as  low  as 
those  charged  for  ordinary  English  work.  Dr. 
Bennett  has  remarked  that  “bridges  are  too 
costly  to  be  within  the  reach  of  many,”  and, 
speaking  as  an  authority  on  the  question  of  cost, 
I  thoroughly  endorse  that  statement.  As  the 
larger  part  of  the  work  must  be  carried  out,  not 
in  the  workroom,  but  in  the  patient’s  mouth,  it 
is  impossible  to  use  the  system,  except  at 
practically  a  prohibitive  expense,  and  if  the  best 
of  bridge-work  is  injurious,  the  powers  preserve 
us  against  the  “  cheap  and  nasty.” 

SKELETON  OR  BRIDGED  PALATES. 

In  such  cases  where  it  is  desired  to  reduce  to 
the  lowest  possible  degree  the  weight  and  bulk 
•of  the  artificial  plate,  I  advise,  where  anato¬ 
mical  conditions  are  favourable,  the  use  of  the 
Skeleton,  or  Bridged  Plate,  which  I  have  specially 
designed  for  this  purpose.  (See  Fig.  4,  page  1 5.) 
As  in  this,  the  principle  of  atmospheric  suction  is 
retained,  these  plates,  which  are  at  once  light, 
economical,  and  comfortable,  are  held  in  position 
without  injury  to  the  remaining  natural  teeth, 
and,  being  removable  at  will,  perfect  cleanliness 
is  secured.

Every 
mouthful  should  have  thirty-two  bites  or  crushes 
(says  Mr.  Gladstone),  and  we  are  provided  with 
thirty-two  teeth.  But  if  we  have  not  got  the 
teeth,  what  then  ?
